Although no special livestock show 
was on the program, today, prepara­ 
tions were being made this morning 
for the largest erowd of the week at 
the Rush County Free Fair 
today, 
the last. 
All estimates on the erowd attend­ 
ing Friday placed the 
number 
at 
close to 15,000 people. 
The crowd 
was easily the equal of the one on 
the fair grounds Thursday. 
Chief interest centered in the sec­ 
ond division of the 
horse-pulling 
contest, this afternoon, which 
was 
for farm teams weighing more than 
5,000. 
The contest for teams of 
3,000 
pounds or less Friday 
afternoon 
held the attention of approximately 
4,000 people until almost five 
o'­ 
clock, a team belonging to 
Glen 
Miller, Rushville R. R. 2, being de­ 
clared the winner. 
The Indianapolis News Newsboys 
band, with Miss Martha 
Lukens, 
coloratura soprano, as soloist, enter­ 
tained Friday’s crowds with a splen­ 
did program of music, morning, a f­ 
ternoon and night, and was to 
re­ 
main throughout today. The News­ 
boys band is always an attraction in 
Rushville, having appeared here on 
a number of previous 
occasions. 
The band never fails to win an en­ 
thusiastic reception. 
There were plenty of 
contests 
scheduled for today to 
keep 
the 
crowd busy catching up 
with 
the 
program, the day’s events 
opening 
with a dog show in the 
livestock 
tent at ten o’clock. The interest dis­ 
played in the dog show at the free 
fair last year gave reason to believe 
that this year’s show would 
bring 
out a large number of entries. There 
were approximately 25 dogs entered 
when the show opened.

A complaint for divorce, $2,000 
alimony and a restraining order was 
tiled today in the circuit court 
by 
Vivian Kney aginst Maurice Kney, 
in which she alleges cruel treatment. 
The couple was married June 1 and 
separated August 22, the complaint 
alleges. They have resided with her 
parents in Orange township 
since 
their marriage, the complaint sets 
out. 
She alleges that her husband had 
failed to work or support her since 
their marriage, that 
he was high 
tempered, abused her, and had twist­ 
ed her wrists, as 
well 
as having 
threatened to do her injury. Prior to 
their marriage, 
she 
alleges 
they 
agreed to enter college 
this 
fall, 
where be was to pay her expenses, 
and he was to study for the minis­ 
try. She alleges that they agreed not 
to have any children until after they 
had graduated 
from 
college, 
but 
that he lias failed in his agreement, 
and that she will be unable to enter 
college this fall. 
She states in her complaint that 
she is 19 years of age. She seeks a 
divorce, an allowance during 
the 
pendency of the case $2,000 alimony 
and a restraining order to prevent 
him from molesting her further.

Four thousand 
people 
crowded 
around the arena at tin* fair grounds 
for four hours Friday afternoon to 
witness one of the most widely her­ 
alded event of the entire fair week, 
the horse pulling contest, conducted 
by R. B. Cooley, 
expert 
director, 
from Purdue LTiiversity, Lafayette, 
Ind., who held strength contests for 
teams. 
The contest was won by a 2980 
pound team owned iby Glen Miller, 
rural route 2, Rushville, after a con­ 
test which narrowed in the end to a 
thrilling three cornered battle with 
a team owned by John F. Frazier, of 
Milroy, and a team owned by R. 
B. 
Cook of Falmouth. 
\V. A. Alexander, president of the 
Fair association, announced that the 
fair association would be responsible 
for sending tlie Rush county 
team 
with the best pulling power to the 
State Fair in Indianapolis the first 
week of September in order that 
Rush county could be represented 
with the State’s best. 
The curious 
Rush 
county 
man 
crowded about the machine hooked 
on the rear of a Ford truck, an<l was 


interested to know the laws of phy­ 
sics that made the “ dynamometer” 
work. The instrument was made up 
of weights which were reinforced by 
hydraulic pumps from the oiling sys­ 
tem of the F’ord car, which measur­ 
ed the stress of pull on the machine. 
When a team tugged at the rear of 
the truck it was gulling 
weights 
strengthened by the 
entire 
crank 
shaft of the car. 
The truck 
itself 
weighed 
5385 
pounds but G. O. Hill representing 
the Purdue engineering dept explain­ 
ed that the weight placed on it had 
nothing to do with the traction pow­ 
er. Each team got three pulls at the 
machine in order 
to 
pull 
it 27] 
feet, the distance required before the 
test could be complete. The distance 
had to be made in any one of these 
three pulls.

operation as soon as possible, or be­ 
fore winter sets in. 
The Central Fuel company is 
a 
consolidation of the 
Central 
Fuel 
Gas company and the Peoples Gas 
company, which was recently affect­ 
ed. Tt was announced at the time of 
the sale of the two companies 
to 
outside capital, and their subsequent 
consolidation, that 
a 
gas 
holder 
would be constructed.

There were on display 132 dresses 
which were made by the girls taking 
the more advanced work. There were

Marion County Grand Jury to Re­ 


turn Political Probe Finding Soon 


A great deal of interest has been 
manifested in the paving of U. 
S. 
Road 52 from the present pavement 
near the P. M. Amos farm south of 
Rushville to 
the 
Rush-Franklin 
county line. The citizens of 
New 
Salem are especially interested and 
they are calling a special meeting 
of all the land and property owners 
along the entire stretch to be paved 
at New Salem Tuesday night 
at 
7 :30 o’clock. 
They are asking that all those a f­ 
fected by the proposed paving, 
in­ 
cluding all lot owners in the 
town 
of New Salem, be at this 
meeting. 
Representatives of 
the 
Indiana 
Highway Commission will be present 
to explain all the details of the pav­ 
ing and the requirements. 
Rush county is to be congratulat­ 
ed in getting U. S. Road 52 in 
the 
early paving lettings for 1928 
and 
the property owners adjacent to tlie 
road should co-operate fully with 
the right-of-way men of the highway 
department so that all agreements 
may be signed promptly and 
the 
plans turned over to the engineering 
department, in order that the plans 
and specifications can 
be 
made 
ready for contracts early in 1928. 
The pavement through New Sal­ 
em can be handled the 
same 
as 
putting 
curb and gutter on each side of the 
street and having a solid pavement 
through the town, it is pointed out. 
In many of the smaller towns 
the 
citizens do not interest themselves 
in this phase of the paving and al­ 
low the highway department to put 
the regulation paved road through 
wi'h gravel berm and gutters, only 
to have the berm and gutters put in 
later at a greater expense and show­ 
ing a two time patched job. The ci­ 
tizens of New Salem can get 
this 
all done at one time while the high­ 
way department is having the paving 
done. 
It is highly important that every 
land owner along this road from the 
present paving to the Rush-Frank- 
lin county line be at this meeting at 
New Salem so that no time will 
he 
lost in getting the plans and speci­ 
fications ready for paving.

The Rev. J. M. Larmore, pastor of 
the Centenary Methodist church at 
New Albany, Ind., died suddenly this 
morning soon after 
boarding 
the 
southbound

passenger 
train in this city, and his body was 
removed from the train fit Westport. 
The Rev. Mr. Larmore was here 
this morning, coming from Conners- 
ville where he had been visiting rela­ 
tives. He transferred here to the Big 
Four station where he purchased a 
ticket for Jeffersonville, and was on 
his way back home to New Albany 
to preach Sunday. 
Soon after the train left Greens- 
burg this 
morning, 
shortly 
after 
eight o’clock, his dead body was dis­ 
covered in the seat, 
and 
he had 
been 
dead 
for

minutes. 
Heart trouble or apoplexy is believed 
to have caused his death. He was 
taken from the train at 
W estport 
and placed in charge of a funeral 
director there. 
As he 
had 
purchased 
a ticket 
from Rushville, the offices here were 
called in an effort to establish his 
identity. Local ministers were cal­ 
led when his name was learned and 
it was through the Rev. John 
T. 
Scull that his address 
was deter­ 
mined. The deceased held a promin­ 
ent charge in New Albany, and was 
well known among

He was more 
lucky that the young Harvard grad­ 
uate, w ho following Greeley’s advice, 
went to Kansas to start a law* busi­ 
ness. One day before a justice 
of 
the peace, in the trial of a case he 
proceeded to deliver a lecture on the 
law of the case when he was rudely 
interrupted by “ his Honor 
and told 
to stop— "that the court presumed 
to know the law,” to which the law­ 
yer responded, ” \e s , and a most 
h—1 of a presumption it is.” Raridan 
knew the law, hut he did not know it 
was contempt, to stand up before 
a fire in the presence of such majes­ 
ty as then constituted 
the 
legal 
“ Triumvirate. ” 
The court house took fire on Mar. 
22 and created quite a commotion in 
court, until John F. Irvin and A. T. 
Lewis climbed to the roof, 
extin­ 
guished the flames and earned 
the 
title of “ first- firemen.” 
An examination of the jail show­ 
ed it to be in had condition. Several 
of the logs were rotted and the door 
had no lock. This jail was built in 
1823 by Richard 
Hackleman 
and 
was constructed of hewed logs, one 
foot square, doubled and 
at right

divided into two rooms, one for fe­ 
males, the other for debtors, as at 
that time we imprisoned for debt the 
lower room was lined with two inch 
plank and had one door 
screened 
with an iron shutter made of half 
inch bars. Whether there were any 
windows the record was silent. This 
jail stood in the southeast part 
of 
the court house 
block 
and 
John 
Hays was the first jailer. After his 
term ended he 
moved 
to Hancock 
county, in 1823, became insane, was 
placed in jail, which he tired, and 
perished in the flames. 
The second jail was built in 1844 
by Royal P. Cobb, at a cost of $3,- 
250. Tbii* jail stood in the center of 
the court house block and was 20 by 
20 feet, two stories high, and was 
built of stone. The foundation wall 
was stone 2x3x2 feet 
thick. 
The 
floors were of stone ten inches thick, 
covered with short iron 
and there 
were three windows secured by iron 
shutters or grates. 
Adjoining, was* built a jailor’s re­ 
sidence, 20x23 feet, two stories high 
and all surrounded with a fence six 
feet high. 
This jail was succeeded by 
the 


present one (which was practically 
built in 1896) in 1862. It needs 
no 
description. Standing on the south­ 
east corner of First 
and Perkins 
tsreet I have not been able to find 
any reason for its present location, 
nor does it matter. 
Conover and Murphy 
were 
the 
contractors and the cost of building 
was estimated at $10,800, but as 
a 
matter of fact its actual cost ex­ 
ceeded 
the 
estimate more 
than 
$1800, not to speak of its costs to 
date. 
It 
was 
not until Sept. 
1826, 
that court 
convened 
in the 
first 
court house. Before this the court 
was held at private residences. 
It 
might well have 
been 
termed 
a 
“ Kangaroo Court” from its contin­ 
ual hopping. This building was 
a 
two tory brick, located in the cen­ 
ter of the court house block 
and 
was built by 
Reynold 
Oory. 
The 
walls were of hard burned 
brick 
twenty-two inches thick. 
The 
first 
story was eighteen and the second 
story fourteen feet high. The lower 
story was divided into a court room 
and two jury rooms, while the up­ 
per was divided into various rooms 
for county offices. Its cost was less 
than $3,000. 
Business and population soon out 
grew' it and in 1846 the board 
of 
commissioners, January term, 
au­ 
thorized John L. Robinson, 
county 
clerk, to secure the services of John 
Elder, architect, of Indianapolis, to 
drawr plans and specifications for a 
brick court house 50x80 feet, two 
stories high. 
At the March term, 
1846, 
the 
plans were approved and the con­ 
tract to build let to John Elder for 
$12,000 with a stipulation that the 
building be completed and ready for 
occupation by March 1st, 1848. The 
lower floor was occupied 
by 
the 
clerk, auditor, treasurer and record­ 
er’s offices and the upper floor 
by 
the court room, jury room, 
library 
and sheriff’s offices. 
This building 
was surrounded by a beautiful lo­ 
cust grove and surmounted 
by 
a 
cupola from which pealed the liotes 


of a bell many of us will remember. 
It tolled its mournful dirge for the 
crepe covered cavalcade that boie 
the gallant Hackleman to an honor­ 
ed grave as its call had summoned 
him to battle two yers before and 
for years had called him to old court 
room before that, it tolled a requiem 
for the murdered Lincoln and years 
later for war governors. Where 
is 
that old bell? Over 
the 
judge’s 
bench, framed wiht care, (I think by 
Judge Morris) hangs the key of our 
first jail but the old bell that tolled 
a requiem for Knowles Shaw, Jes­ 
sie J. Spann, and so many others— 
“ where 0 I1 where 
is our minstrel 
tongue?” Quoting from that excel­ 
lent writer, John T. Moses, “ The old 
court room has echoed the voices of 
many eminent men 
and numerous 
notable 
trials 
were 
fought 
out 
there.” “ It was the assembly room 
of the county where meeting of all 
kinds— religious, 
political, 
social, 
literary, musical and agricultural— 
were held in it. ” “ It witnessed many 
touching scenes of war time 
and 
after Ihe war at many a camp tire, 
stories of camp and 
battle moved 
the gatheued crowds by turns 
to 
laughter and tears.” 
Forty-three years ago, last May 
2 was admitted to practice and to­ 
day the only living members, 
who 
wer then practicing, and are 
now 
residing in the county are, 
Claud 
Cambern, John D. Megee, Wm. 
J. 
Hardy, 
“ How' lightly falls the foot of Time” 
“ That treads on only flowers.” 
The neerolog list is long and bril­ 
liant. Among judges we find Bonner, 
(then Judge) 
Study, 
Ew’ing, 
and 
Miller. The living are Myers, Mor­ 
ris, Blair, Megee and Sparks. Of a t­ 
torneys the list has been long. The 
last ease tried in the old court house 
was “ State vs. Clevenger” and the 
next day Janitor Smith 
rang 
the 
old hell for thirty minutes, not 
to 
celebrate Fred’s case, but because 
he knew that musical old iron tongue 
had tolled it’s last. As a court house 
bell, Sic transit gloria mundi.

It probably is true that the actual

and upkeep and the hundred other 
channels into which tax money flows, 
do not realize the amount they pay 
because it is concealed in the price 
of the commodity upon which 
the 


tax is levied. 


Indirect taxation is perhaps pain- 


less, but it is none the less heavy. 
It is contended that few better me- 
thods have ever been devised 
for 


building roads than 
through 
the 


levy of a gasoline tax. In this parti- 
cular case there is much to be said 
in favor of the plan, but as a rule 
indirect taxes are a thief 
in the 


night.

vinced the jury that it was murder 
and found Monroe guilty of man- 
slaughter, fixing his .penalty at six- 
teen-years in the penitentiary. He 
was' afterward 'pardoned by the 
Governor. 


At the March term, 1830, Charles 


H. Test took the bench, as president 
judge, and James Perry jis prosecu-* 
tor.' Business was dull but was' en- 
livened, by a- contempt;.ease---James 
Tyler being lined for contempt for 
coming into court intoxicated and 
talking loudly, 
;

At the September term, 1830, Al- 


fred Posey took office as sheriff. 
Judge Test examined the records and 
gave the clerk a sound lecture for 
the manner of -keeping because of 
erasures and interlineations. March 
and Sept. terms, 1831, were entirely 
taken up with criminal eases, among 
which we find charges 
of every 


crime found in the statute except 
murder 
(and "speeding") drink 


larceny, arson, public indecency, as- 
sault and battery and selling liquor. 
At the March, 1832, term, Win. J. 
Brown became prosecutor. James 
Raridan, esq., was fined one dollar 
for contempt charged with "stand- 
ing up before the fire." This fine 
was remitted next day. He was more 
lucky that the young Harvard grad- 
uate, who following Greeley's advice, 
•went to Kansas to start a law busi- 
ness. One day ibefore a justice of 
the .peace, in the trial of a case he 
proceeded to deliver a lecture on the 
law of the case when he was rudely 
interrupted by "his Honor" and told 
to stop—"that the court presumed 
to know the law," to which the law- 
y«r responded, "Yes, and a most 
h—1 of a presumption it is." Raridan 
knew tbe law, but he did not know it 
was contempt, to stand up before 
a fire in the presence of such majes- 
ty as then constituted the 
legal 


Triumvirate." 
The court house took fire on Mar. 


22 and created quite a commotion in 
court, until John F. Irvin and A. T. 
Lewis climbed to the roof, 
extin- 


guished the flames and earned the 
title of "first firemen." 


An examination of the jail show- 


ed it to be in bad condition. Several 
of the logs were rotted and the door 
had no lock. This jail was built in 
1823 by Richard Hackleman and 
was constructed of hewed logs, one 
foot square, doubled and 
at right 


angles on the first floor. It was a 
two story building, the supper story 
divided into two rooms, one for fe- 
males, the other for debtors, as at 
that time 'we imprisoned for debt the 
lower room was lined with two inch 
plank and had one door 
screened 


with an iron shutter made of half 
inch bars. Whether there were any 
windows the record was silent. This 
jail stood in the southeast part 
of 


the court house 
block and John 


Hays was the first jailer. After his 
term ended he moved to Hancock 
county, in 1823, became insane, was 
placed in jail, which he fired, and 
perished in the flames. 


The second jail was 'built in 1844 


by Royal P. Cobb, at a cost of $3,- 
250. This jail stood in the center of 
the court house block and was 20 by 
20 feet, two stories high, and was 
built of stone. The foundation wall 
was stone 2x3x2 feet 
thick. 
The 


floors were of stone ten inches thick, 
covered with short iron and there 
were, three windows secured .by iron 
shutters or grates. 


Adjoining, wa^ built u jailor's re- 


sidence, 20x23 feet, two stories high 
antl all'surrounded 'with a fence six 
feet high. 


This gail was succeeded by 'the 


present one (which, was practically 
built in 1896) in 1862. It needs no 
description. Standing on the south- 
east corner of First and Perkins 
tsreet I have not been able to find 
any reason for its present location, 
nor does it matter. 


Conover and Murphy 'were 
the 


contractors and the cost of 'building 
•was estimated at $10,800, but as a 
matter of fact its actual cost, ex- 
ceeded 
the estimate more 
than 


$1800, not to speak of its costs to 
date. 


It was 


that court 


not untO Sept. 
1826, 


convened in the first 


court house. Before this the court 
was held at private residences. It 
might well have been 
termed 
a 


"Kangaroo Court" from its contin- 
ual hopping. This building was a 
two tory 'brick, located in the cen- 
ter of the- court house 'block 
and 


was built by Reynold Cory. The 
walls were of hard 'burned brick 
twenty-two inches thick. The first 
story was eighteen and the second 
story fourteen feet high. The lower 
story 'was divided into a «ourt room 
and two jury rooms, while the up- 
per was divided into various rooms 
for county offices. Its cost was leas 
than $3,000. 


Business and population soon oat- 


grew it and in 1846 the board of 
commissioners, January term, au- 
thorized John L. Robinson, county 
clerk, to secure the services of John 
Elder, architect, of Indianapolis, to 
draw plans and, specifications for 3 
brick court house 50x80 feet, two 
stories high. 


At the March term, 1846, 
the 


plans were approved and the con- 
tract to 'build let to John Elder for 
$12,000 with a stipulation that the 
building be completed and 'ready for 
occupation by March 1st, 1848. The 
lower floor was occupied by the 
clerk, auditor, treasurer and record- 
er's offices and the upper floor by 
the court room, jury room, library 
and sheriff's offices. 
This building 


was surrounded by a beautiful lo- 
cust grove and surmounted, by. a 
cupola from which pealed the notes 


of * bell jaanjr of us will remember. 
It tolled ite mournful dirge for the 
crepe covered cavalcade that bore 
the gallant Hackleman to an honor- 
ed grave as its call had summoned 
him to battle two yers before and 
for years had called him to old court 


before that. It tolled a requiem 


for the murdered Lincoln and years 
later for war governors. Where is 
that old bellt Over the 
judge's 


bench, framed wiht care, (I think by 
Judge Morris) hangs the key of our 
first jail but the old bell that tolled 
a requiem for Knowles Shaw, Jes- 
sie J- Spann and so many others — 
"•where oh where is our minstrel 
tongue?" Quoting from that excel- 
lent writer, John T. Moses, "The old 
court room has echoed the voices of 
ntany eminent men and numerous 
notable 
trials 
were fought 
oat 


there." "It was the assembly room 
of the county where meeting of all 
kinds — religions, 
political, social, 


literary, musical and agricultural — 
•were held in it." "It witnessed many 
touching scenes of war time and 
after 'Ihe war at many a camp ore, 
stories of camp and battle moved 
the gatheued crowds 'by turns 
to 


laughter and tears."

2 was admitted to practice and to- 
day the only living members, who 
wer then practicing, and are now 
residing in the county are,
